long illness of heart disease and 
stomach trouble. 
He was 80 years 


old. 


John Ireland, archbishop of St. 


Paul, held such a keen and active 
interest in general affairs in the 
United States during the past half 
century that he was noted as a pub- 
licist, as -well as for his religious 
zeal. 
He was one of the most dis- 


tinguished of the Roman Catholic 
churchmen of America. There were 
few fields of intellectual, political or 
spiritual endeavor in which he foiled 
:o take a positive stand, making him- 
self at limes the center of a con- 
troversy. 


Bom in 1838 in Ireland, a carpen- 


ter's son. he was carried with his 
parents in the tide of Irish immi- 
gration to America while he- was a 
child.

made further gains'toward the 
town from the west and are 
pushing forward in direction of 
' the 
northwestern 
suburbs. 


Heavy fighting is taking place 
in the region of Gricourt, • less 
than three 
miles north-north- 


west, and Selency, two and one- 
half miles northwest- The Brit- 
ish are advancing despite coun- 
ter attacks by the Germans who 
were repulsed with severe losses.^ 


"On the French sector to the 


south only the artillery has been 
active. Between the Ailette and 
the-Aisne the French have re- 
pulsed German attacks in the 
important territory about Moisy 
. farm, at the western end of the 
Chemin des Dames.

Apparently the allies in Mace- 


donia have completed the split- 
ting apart of the German-Bul- 
garian forces east and west of 
the .Vardar. 
The Serbians are

E. Florin, superintendent of fire pre- 
vention in the industrial commission 
states that suc:h fires are due to tho 
presence of.moisture in the.coal and 
lack of. sufficient ventilation, result- 
ing1 ir. 
spontaneous 
combusting 


Sometimes,.even before either smoke 
or fire become, visible he says, chere. 
is sufficient tieat in coal pilea to 
generate deadly nauseating gases,

In regard to the prevention of stub 


soft coal fireis, Mr. Florin makis 
the following suegentions: 


U) Coal, :fresh from the mines, 


should not be • stored in bins. A 
seasoning of riot less than six weeks 
is necessary. 


(2) Coal piles should in no caso 


be over ten feet deep. 


(3) The fine coal and coal dust 


should not be allowed to accumulate 
in one place, but should be care- 
fully mixed with the larger lumps. 


(4) Soft coal should not he stor 


cd where theie are external sources 
of heat. 
Alternate wetting and drying should 
be nvoided. 


(6) Coal should be stored in dry, 


vtalherproof, 
wej»-ventilated 
bins

GIBBONS TO BRING . 


WAR MESSAGE 


Floyd Gibbons, war correspondent 


of the Chicago Tribune, whose eye 
was -shot out by shrapnel on the 
French front and who was decorat- 
ed with the Crdix do Guerre by the 
French high command, will Lc.ll at 
the Fuller, Oct. 1 of actual condi- 
tions in war ridden Europe. 


The purpose of his tour, which has 


the sanction of the War. department 
is not only to describe conditions as 
he saw theni on the-battle front, but' 
to warn Americans against too much 
optimism and to prepare them for 
the insidious peace offensive Ger- 
many is expected to launch.. 
' Mr. Gibbons comes straight to 
America from the American military 
headquarters in France,'; He is not 
only authorized by. Gen'. Pershing 
to "speak to the American people, 
but bears a letter from Marshal 
Foch. 


"If spontaneous coal fires result," 


Mr. Florin states, "water and chem- 
icals are likely not to be effective 
in extinguishing the fires because 
they '.-nay. not penetrate the entire 
pile. The only sure way to extin- 
guish such fires is to remove the 
coal from the bin or shed, spread 
it out and let it dry. If coal is re- 
moved and again piled up in great 
piles, new fires are likely to result." 


Mr; Florin also calls attention to 


the fact that coal sheds and bunkers 
should not be located close to val- 


nble property, such as grain ele- 
vators or lumber yards.

ADISON employers ought to begin to study modern socia 
and industrial tendencies. 


Hearings have just been held here by a representative of th 


war laior board. Prior to that, hearings were held by examin 
' ere of the war labor board. 


One of, the noticeable features of both hearings has been th 


tendency of the employers to dwell upon what they term a staU 
of unrest among their employers. The employers argue tha 
they had no trouble until unionism made its appearance in their 
plants. They lay present conditions to "agitators" and thos« 
engaged in the occupation of "stirring up class consciousness.' 


These employers are looking to everybody but themselves 


for places to lodge the blame for their trials and tribulations. 
Their own lack of vision in failing to see the trend and tendencj 
of the times is never mentioned. They seem to feel that the 
trouble comes from external rather than internal sources. 


The trouble with our employers is that they are concerning 


themselves more with incidentals than with fundamentals 
They fail to see that the remedy for agitators is to eliminate 
evils and abuses that bring about agitation; they see the agita 
tor but not the thing back of the agitator. They are unable to 
interpret the unrest and uneasiness in terms of present day con- 
ditions and tendencies. 


I 
Mr. Ramsay of the French Battery and Carbon Co. was on 


the stand yesterday. In a rather informal discussion Mr. Ram- 
say stated that he wished the government would lay down a plan 
of procedure that would apply in the present difficulties between 
employer and employe. 


Madison employers, however, are in a poor position to re- 


quest the government to lay down a plan. 
The government 


once before made a request of our employers,—to pay the men 
during the coal conserving layoff last winter. Our employers 
floated the government request then. That didn't help to es- 


1 tahlish friendly relations between employer and employe. 


Mr. Ramsay, evidently, has not caught the spirit of the Wil- 


flon administration with respect to these troubles. The Wilson 
administration has repeatedly intimated a remedy for the ills 
that confront Mr. Ramsay. This remedy is: 


RECOGNITION OF THE PRINCIPLE OF COLLECTIVE 


BARGAINING. 


That Is the trouble here in Madison. The employers refuse 


to recognize the principle of collective bargaining,—a'principle 
that Is being recognized by 'progressive employers all over th 


v country.

That being true what can the employers expect other than 


that the workmen will use the greatest weapon they have to 
bring about the payment of living wages,—viz., the principle o! 
collective bargaining. That is the issue here in Madison:

USING THE WEAPON OF COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AND 
UNIONISM TO BRING ABOUT INDUSTRIAL JUSTICE.

N unrecorded Indian battle in 
Wisconsin on the sites of tha 
present cities 
of Marinette 


and Menominee- has just como- to 
light through the story as told by 
Louis Bernard, a Menominee In- 
dian, residing at Menominee 
and 


whose fore-fathers gave him 
the 


story of the struggle. Among the 
Indians the event is known as JThe 
battle of the pierced forehead." 


Some of the old residents of Mnr- 


inette told George 0. Fox and Har- 
vey 0. Younger of the Wisconsin 
Archeological society of the 
In- 


dian's story, .They obtained it from 
him and gent a copy of the event 
to Madison a few days ago for pres- 
ervation in the Wiiconsin Histori- 
cal library. 


Mr. Bernard ii 83 years of age 


and speaks both Menominee and 
Chippewa as well as English, but in 
the telling of the story he employed 
his native tongue and his daughter 
Queen Marinette, interpreted. 
He 
says: 


Pish Were Banning 


"It was spring time. All nature 


was waking from the long winter's 
sleep, the grass was green, trees 
were budding and the birds were 
nesting. In the forest the- young 
deer followed, close to its mother 
and the black bear 
cub romped 


about the mouth of the winter den 
In the water the fish were running 
up stream to apawn. And with tho 
first came the great sturgeon, 
the 


prize food fish of .the Indian. 


"They were speared and netted 


and trapped until each band had an 
abundance for 
immediate use as 


well as fish to dry. But this year 
a band of Indians living on the 
janks of the Menominee not fat 
Tom Green Bay had built a gtnne 
dam across the river.

IN FRANCE (Tuesday)-—Concrete 
information obtained from thousands 
of prisoners taken by the Americans 
in recent operations does not indi- 
cate r.n appreciable breakdown of

ining officers. 
It is true that indi- 


viduals occasionally say they are 
glad they are captured and that they 
ate tired ol fighting, hungry and 
badly treated, but officers point out 
that the same is .possibly true of al- 
lied prisoners taken by the Germans 
affer several days of bombardment. 


Morale Low at Capture 


It is explained that a man's morale 
i, nnturally at the lowest ebb at the 
moment of capture ' and is usually 
shaken by fighting exposure, fa- 
tigue' and possibly the lack of .food. 
At such times men are inclined to 
say things which they would retract 
after rest and nourishment. 
Great 


value, therefore, is r.ot placed on 
prisoners' utterances reflecting on 
the-true conditions in the German 
army and among the people. At any 
rate the authorities say that' the 
number of Germans uttering such 
se timents is not great. 


Many thousands of prisoners are 


now in the hands of the Americans 
and this number is being constantly 
increased by incessant raids. 
Some 


of these men maintain silence. They 
refvse to reply to questions on any 
subject or say. that Germany is far 
fiom defeat. They .usually maintain 
a soldierly bearing and sullenly re- 
sent capture. 
The correspondent 


has seen and inspected hundreds'of 
prisoners. 
Those captured -lately 


n-easure up well with the .usual stan- 
dsrd. 
Men over or-under the nor- 


mal military age are found, but the 
same is true of other 'European 
armies long at war, whose personnel 
it is unfair'to measure by the high 
physical standard 'of the fresh Amer- 
ican troops.
